being unfit for human food of any kind. In the future (after June lst) both of these 


' products will be packed and distributed in retail sized tin cans, and if older then 


six months from date of manufacture (printed on package) should be re-inspected and 
tested before release for distribution, Japanese inspectors must enforce more strict
